DR. HANS SELYE TO DEDICATE S.G.W.U. ALUMNI AUDITORIUM MAY 20 


Dr. Hans Selye, Director of the Institute of Experimental Medecine 
and Surgery at the University of Montreal, will dedicate Sir George 
Williams University's Alumni Auditorium in the Henry F. Hall Building 
Saturday May 20 at 11:00 a.m. 


Dr. Selye is best known for his stress theory, work on which was 

begun in 1936 with the support of Sir Frederick Banting. His recent 
research has all had some connection with the stress theory - he 

has shown that diseases which seem to be quite unrelated are really 
only by-products of the original idea that nonspecific tissue reactions 
are mainly directed by humoral factors which can be analyzed, identified 
and deliberately influenced within limits. Among his 1200 publications 
are the Textbook of Endocrinology, regarded as the most complete work 

on this subject, and The Stress of Life which has been translated into 
eight languages. 


The Alumni Auditorium dedication ceremony is part of the Association 
of Alumni's 30th Anniversary Reunion. The Reunion opens Friday May 
19th at 8:30 p.m. with a reception in the indoor campus area of the 
Hall Building. Entertainment and special displays of historical 
documents in the development of the University will be provided.
